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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 1 0/9/07. Accordingly, 
claims 2-29 are currently pending; and claim 1 is canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 2-29 are allowed. 

3. References 7149245, 6282182, 7068623, 6359904, 6934270 and 6400928 are 
additionally cited because they are pertinent to the claimed invention. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

-Regarding independent claim 4, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a method 
as claimed. Tolmunen et al (6,658,235), previously cited, teaches the claimed method except 
Tolmunen et al method lacks of processing received four RF bursts wherein the processing 
comprises: for each of the our received RF bursts, down converting each RF burst to produce a 
baseband signal; sampling the baseband signal to produce a plurality of samples; 
pre-equalization processing the plurality of samples; and equalizing the plurality of samples to 
produce a plurality of soft decisions corresponding to the RF burst, and combining the plurality 
of soft decisions of the four RF bursts to form a data block. It would not have been obvious for 
one skilled in the art to additionally implement Tolmunen et al, in view of other prior art, with 
said processing on the received four RF bursts for leading such the implementation to the 
claimed invention. 

-Regarding independent claims 12 and 21, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests 
a wireless terminal, as claimed. Tolmunen et al teaches the claimed wireless terminal except 
Tolmunen et al wireless terminal lacks of processing received four RF bursts wherein the

processing comprises: for each of the our received RF bursts, down converting each RF burst to 
produce a baseband signal; sampling the baseband signal to produce a plurality of samples;
